Take Care 
With Your 
Yule Tree 


Although the Christmas tree 


is a symbol of peace and happi- 
ness, it may become an instru- 
ment of fire and thus, destruc- 
tion. A few precautionary meas- 
ures should be followed in se- 
lecting, preparing, and decora- 
ting your Christmas tree. 


1. Obtain a fresh tree—not one 


that is two weeks old before you 
purchas eit. Cut the end off diag- 
onally at least one inch above 
the original cut. If you cut your 
own, cut it three or four days 
before Christmas. 


2. Stand the tree as soon as 


possible in water, wet dirt, or 
sand. Add additional water when 
needed (daily). 


3. Make sure the tree is well 


supported so it will not tip over 
easily. Be sure your tree is not 
located near a fireplace, radia- 
tor, stoves, radio, television set, 
or other sources of heat. 


4. Use only those lights with 


tthe Underwriter Laboratories) 
Seal UL. 


5. Do not leave 
Christmas 


tree lights burning for too long 
a period of time. Always turn 
them off when you go to bed at 
night. 


6. If long extension cords are 


used, make sure that they do 
not present hazards such as trip- 
ping. 


7. Don't overload circuits by 


having too many plugs in one 
outlet. 


8. Never use elec'rical lights 


on metal Christmas trees. It 
the wiring is faulty, the tree 
could electrocute anyone touch- 
ing it.

Main Street and in the shopping 
centers the customers apparent- 
ly couldn't care less what Wall 
Street may be worrying about. 


In the stores the shoppers 


are interested only in the way 
things are today. And today 
they're better for most people 
than they ever have been be- 
fore. 


Merchants couldn't be happier 


about 
this contented state of 


their customers' minds. Retail 
sales are booming in most sec-, 
tions of the nation. Most of the 
larger stores seem assured ot 
the biggest December ever, and 
that will mean the biggest'year 
of sales ever, because the 11- 
month total was already ahead 
of last year. 


Not only are sales higher, but 


store traffic also is setting rec- 
ords, as you may have noticed 
when you ventured forth. More 
people seem to be buying more 
things. 


Many merchants report cus- 


tomers are upgrading their pur- 
chases, demanding higher qual- 
ity merchandise than in years 
past and willing to pay the high- 
er prices. 


The big department stores and 


chains are now talking of up to 
11 per cent larger dollar sales 
this December than last. This 
could add nearly $5 billion dol- 
lars to their sales for'the year. 
And the Census Bureau says 
that in the first 11 months of 
1964 these stores took in $15.6 
billion, compared with $14 bil- 
lion in the same period of 1963. 


Merchants credit many things 


with giving the big boost 
to 


spending. One is the increase in 
take-home pay due to the fed- 
eral income tax cut, which just 
now is showing up at the stores.
